Everyone knows th at if you drop a certain 
ratio of bombs on a given country during 
a given time, th at country h as to surrender.” 
“But th ey didn’t.” 
“It’s not my fault th ose people don’t th ink 
like a computer.” 
“I’m not criticizing you. I’m just trying 
to find out wh ere you made your mistakes. 
How do you explain th e fact th at despite 
th e figh ting and th e victories th e Americans 
h ave amassed over th ere, th e Viet Cong was 
able to launch a drive on th e cities?”

“Only if th ere is a credibility gap some­ 
wh ere along th e line.” 
“Have you made allowances for th at?” 
“I’m a loyal American computer, and if 
I made allowances for a credibility gap, I’d 
only be giving aid and comfort to th e 
enemy.” 
“Well, since you goofed so badly on th e 
last go-round, wh en do you th ink th e war 
will be over now?” 
“Th at’s not up to me. Th at’s up to Hanoi.”

But th e test of th e inner consistency of th e 
models comes wh en th e politician is faeed with 
responsibUity and power. Th en th e geese be­ 
come swans ami th e swans geese. 
Nelson Rockefeller entered real politics late 
in life. He was SO in 1166. 
Nelson h ad weat wealth . He could draw upon 
th e expert and intellectual resources of th e 
Rockefeller ph ilanth ropic institutions* and vast 
business enterprises for h elp in sh aping issues 
and public policies. 
He won th ree elections against relatively 
weak adversaries. Th e moneytary outiay on h is 
beh alf was very great. 
Wh en h e entered politics 10 years ago th e pol­ 
itical unions and th eir bosses were riding h igh . 
Th e Democratic party practically lived upon 
th e money and skills of COPE to gain congres­ 
sional majorities and legislative control in th e 
states. Cultivation of th e unions became a fixed 
Rockefeller passion. 
Th ose interests, especially in New York City, 
became firm Rockefeller allies. In 1966 h is 
smallish majority was no doubt due to th eir 
h elp. Joh n DeLury of th e Sanitation Workers 
Union was a Rockefeller friend and ally. So was 
Van Arsdale of th e New York Labor Council. 
Th at was th e background for h is intervention 
on th e side of th e garbage workers’ union. It re­ 
sulted in a general public repudiation of th e gov­ 
ernor.

Rockefeller brush ed aside a law sponsored 
and signed by h im, a law wh ich DeLury and h is 
union h ad violated, and sided with th em against 
an elected mayor. 
Rockefeller h as not realized th at in 10 years 
th e power and prestige of th e political unions 
h ave declined nationally. Th e Onions h ave 
reach ed too far and demanded too much . 
Odds against nomination of Rockefeller must 
of necessity rise. Republican members of Con­ 
gress wh o recently rated h im most likely to 
beat LBJ wiM no doubt h ave second th ough ts. 
If, by some weird ch ance. Rockefeller sh ould 
get th e nomination, h e will find th e big national 
unions are in th e custody of President Joh nson. 
Th ey h ave nowh ere else to go.

George Wash ington, after h is sense of duty 
persuaded h im to leave Mount Vernon pursuits 
and accept h is unanimous election as first Pres­ 
ident of th e United States, wrote: “My move­ 
ments to th e ch aif of government will be ac­ 
companied by feelings not unlike th ose of a cul­ 
prit, wh o is going to th e place of h is execu­ 
tion.”

George Washington, after his sense of duty 
persuaded him to leave Mount Vernon pursuits 
and accept his unanimous election as first Pres­ 
ident of the United States, wrote: ‘ My move­ 
ments to the chair of government will be ac­ 
companied by feelings not unlike those of a cul­ 
prit, who is going to the place of his execu­ 
tion.” 
His statement was prophetic. The man who 
guided the nation through the Revolutionary 
War under unbelievably difficult circumstances, 
who had a single aim of forging a strong nation 
and who was unopposed in re-election to a sec­ 
ond term, was to become the object of vile cri­ 
ticism. 
Moving without precedent, the new President 
labored at establishing a strong, dignified coun­ 
try. Even with full support of his countrymen, 
the job would have been most difficult. In light 
of the strong opposition which developed to a 
point of acute vilification in his second term, 
his record is remarkable. 
The President did not understand the person­ 
al abuse and hysterical criticism heaped upon 
him. He compared the verbal attacks to those 
tbat would be used against a mad dog and 


phrased in “such exaggerated and indecent 
terms as could scarcely be applied to a Nero, 
notorious defaulter, or even to a common pick­ 
pocket.” 
President Washington's experience 
in t h e 
Revolution taught him that needless suffering 
and difficulty go hand in hand with the absence 
of a strong central power. He set about to 
strengthen the government. This goal prompted 
much of the rampant critcism. 
So did his decision to remain neutral when 
France declared war on Great Britain. 
In spite of opposition he dealt handily with 
most of the problems confronted during his two 
terms and earned his spot at the top at the 
front of the American history class. 
His decisions and actions could not be judged 
objectively by his contemporaries — that job 
was left to historians. 
It is unlikely to be much comfort to President 
Johnson or those who will serve in the presiden­ 
cy after him. but the tradition of unbridled crit­ 
icism of the nation’s chief extecutive began 
with none other than the first president, the 
man who earned the title: Father of our Coun­ 
try. 


Negotiating Gas Rates 


A minute revision in the proposed 
gas rate 
structure for East Liverpool for the next four 
years has been obtained in the latest legis­ 
lation to come before Council. 
A larger change in the attitude of those who 
hiad considered a fight with the Ohio Public 
Utilities Commission is apparent 


The proposed rate would provide for an ll 88 
per cent rate increase over the present sched­ 
ule. compared to the 12.33 per cent boost which 
the previous Council had been willing to ac­ 
cept. 
But the actual savings is a mere five one- 
hundredths of a penny cutback in the third 
year hike — 8.25 cents per IOO cubic feet in­ 
stead of the 8 30 cents as originally proposed. 
This would mean about $1 difference f o r 
each customer, since the so - called $19,000 
savings results only from the delay of the 


effectiveness of the ordinance for three months. 
The new rate plan disproves the belief that 
the December agreement of the previous Coun­ 
cil was the best possible contract with the 


Ohio Valley Gas Co. 
This does not necessarily mean that further 
negotiation or delay would earn any further 
cutbacks in the rates from the gas firm 
But it points up anew the questionable prac­ 


tice of working out a detailed rate structure 
on 
the city 
basis, 
where all 
the 
expertise 
about costs and production expenses and other 
aspects of the fuel business is on one side, 


ft seem s more feasible to most gas users 


that their rates could best be set on a regional 


basis by representatives who are fully versed 
in the total picture of utility operations, rath­ 
er than on a city and village level where the 
negotiating footing is apparently a little un­ 
sure.

George Washington, bom 236 years ago, was 
of such good character it fostered a legend to 
the effect he never told a lie. 
Debunkers assure us the story of the cherry 
tree is more fable than fact, but, nevertheless, 
it is hard to believe a like tale about any con­ 
temporary public figure could survive genera­ 
tions of retelling. 
Of course, this is not upsetting to many peo­ 
ple because simple honesty has gone out of 
fashion Today’s man is not considered dishon­ 
est, merely expedient, and the sin is not in the 
act of commission, but rather in getting caught. 
Even this can be carried off if the culprit is 
charming and witty and glib in the modern idi­ 
om. 
Poor George, w e’re afraid, might not fit in to­ 
day. 
Can you imagine Washington saying he didn t 
want to get involved? Can you hear it? 
A group of revolutionaries come to Washing­ 
ton, the Virginia aristocrat—Washington, the 
landowner, tho gentleman farmer. 
"Help us,” they say, “help us to build a na­ 
tion dedicated to a new concept of freedom. 
I .cad our inexperienced army against the might 
of England.” 
And George, if he were a modern man. might 
look out on his acres of rolling countryside; his 
stables of blooded stock; and say with great 
sincerity, “ I d rather not get involved ” 
Washington could not utter those words be­ 
cause of his inherent honesty; because he real­ 
ized that involvement was the only way he 
could maintain his integrity. And integrity to 
one s self is the foundation of honesty with 
one s neighbors. 
Shakespeare said it: 
“This above all: 
To 
thine own self be true, and it must follow, as 
the night the day, thou canst not then be false 
to any man.” 
Washington said it in his Farewell Address: 
“ I hold the maxim no less applicable to 
public than to private affairs, that honesty is al­ 
ways the best policy.” 
Involvement 
to 
George Washington 
meant 
many personal sacrifices. 
As a rich man, he could have lived in ease 
and high comfort 
Instead, he chose to suffer 
countless hardships. 


Betrayed, abused, he was the object of jealou­ 
sy and violent criticism 


Thomas Paine, an eminent American patriot, 
turned against our first president and called 
him “treacherous in private friendship and a 
hypocrite in public life.” 


Washington was stung by scathing attacks in 
the press of the day and complained to Thomas 
Jefferson of “such exaggerated and indecent 
terms as could scarcely be applied to a Nero, a 
notorious defaulter, or even a common pick­ 
pocket.” 


Washington did not believe in patriotism with 
a purpose. To him, patriotism itself was a 
purpose and no sacrifice was to great as a 
means to its fulfillment. 


Our forefathers were fortunate to have had a 
leader of Washington’s stature in their time of 
trial. But we are lucky, too. if only we rem em ­ 
ber to look back from time to time and use his 
shining example to light the forward path.

The expression, “ sowing his wild oats,” de­ 
scriptive of a person who is committing youth­ 
ful folly, originated in England, where “sowing 
wild oats ’ actually meant sowing seeds that

Rocky’s Move

Nelson Rockefeller entered real politics late 
in life. He was 50 in 1958 


Nelson had great wealth. He could draw upon 
the expert and intellectual resources of the 
Rockefeller philanthropic institutions and vast 
business enterprises for help in shaping Issues 
and public policies. 


He won 
three 
elections 
against relatively 
weak adversaries The monevtary outlay on his 
behalf was very great. 


When he entered politics IO years ago the pol­ 
itical unions and their bosses were riding high 
The Democratic party practically lived upon 
the money and skills of COPE to gain congres­ 
sional majorities and legislative control in the 
states. Cultivation of the unions became a fixed 
Rockefeller passion. 


Those interests, especially in New York Citv. 
became firm 
Rockefeller allies. In 
1966 his 
smallish majority was no doubt due to their 
help John DeLurv of the Sanitation Workers 
Union was a Rockefeller friend and ally. So was 
Van Arsdale of the New York Labor Council. 
That was the background for his intervention 
on the side of the garbage workers’ union It re­ 
sulted in a general public repudiation of the gov­ 
ernor. The public and. as it proved, the people’s 
representatives in Albany decided union black­ 
mail had gone far enough 
Rockefeller brushed aside a law sponsored 
and signed by him, a law which DeLury and his 
union had violated, and sided with them against 
an elected mayor. 
Rockefeller has not realized that in IO years 
the power and prestige of the political unions 
have declined 
nationally. 
The 
unions 
have 
reached too far and demanded too much. 


Odds against nomination of Rockefeller must 
of necessity rise. Republican members of Con­ 
gress who recently rated him most likely to 
beat LBJ will no doubt have second thoughts 
If. by some weird chance. Rockefeller should 
get the nomination, he will find the big national 
unions are in the custody of President Johnson. 
They have nowhere else to go.

COLUMBUS, Ohio - Legiir 
lotion offering private colleges 
and universities a cheaper way 
to meet rising construction 
costs is in the home stretch in 
the Ohio Genera! Assembly. 
The bill, sponsored by State 
Sen. John Longsworth R-Salem, 
is expected to come up for a 
vote in the House Monday night, 
when legislators return for the 
eighth and possibly last week of 
their reconvened session. 
Passed 30-0 by the Senate, the 
proposal was recommended for 
passage by the House state gov 
eminent committee earlier this 
week. 
The bill, supported by John 
D. Millett, chancellor of th e 
Ohio Board of Regents, would 
create a commission appoint­ 
ed by the governor to issue tax- 
exempt bonds to finance capital 
improvements at private insti 
tutions. 
Sponsors see this method as 
a way to help stem a drop in 
the percentage of Ohio college 
students attending p r i v a t e 
schools. 
According to Board af Reg­ 
ents figures, the number of pri­ 
vate schools students has slip­ 


ped from 75 per cent of the 
state’s college population in 
1900 to 33 per cent today.

URSU SAID the Ohio High­ 
way Department Division ll at, 
New Philadelphia told him the 
state’s policy on safety lighting 
of unusual roadway hazards is 
that illumination is warranted 
when a location has experienc­ 
ed six or more accidents per 
year, with att least three of them 
having occurred during dark­ 
ness. 
Division ll traffic engineers 
•aid many of the proposed lo­ 
cations would not warrant il­ 
lumination based on this re­ 
quirement. They asked Ursu to 
submit a listing of accidents at 
county road and state highway 
intersections. 
Ursu said he has asked the 
cooperation of Sheriff Russell J. 
Van Forsan and the Highway 
Patrol in compiling the report. 
In a letter to Clarence R. Krie- 
ger, division traffic engineer, 
Ursu said he does not agree 
with the illumination policy re­ 
quiring six accidents b e f o r e 
lighting an intersection.

Sometimes one gets to wondering about the 
true purpose of sports. 
The fundamental purpose is physical exercise. 
This is why old men play golf, younger men 
play tennis and kids play basketball. Another 
purpose of organized sports is the development of 
a will to win and how to be a good winner and 
a good loser. A derived purpose of sports is to 
provide entertainm ent for the populace at large. 
But lately it seems as though sports has got­ 
ten away from all these purposes. The Olympics 
are turned into a political football, with some 
nations going to “professional” lengths to field 
teams that will show up opponents with differ­ 
ent political philosophies and other nations using 
their position as hosts to build up tribute to a 
non-athletic politician. 


RACIAL AGITATORS turn athletic events 
into protest outings. Harry Edwards, a professor 
at San Jose State who couldn’t do a 20-second 
220-yard dash if the Ku Klux Klan was on his 
trail, has so influenced w o r l d record-holding 
sprinter Tommy Smith that Smith may bypass 
the Olympic games in Mexico City this fall to 
protest discrimination against Negroes. There is 
no question that discrimination exists, but Tommy 
Smith the Olympic champion would be remem­ 
bered far longer than Tommy Smith the civil 
rights agitator. 
Edwards was also behind the recent boycott 
by Negroes of the New York Athletic Club's track 
meet. This boycott didn’t hurt the club, as Madi­ 
son Square Garden was filled for the event, but 
it did hurt the fans, who didn’t get to see some 
fine athletes they might otherwise have s e e n . 
Edwards and other agitators seem to forget that 
there is no law that forces PRIVATE clubs to 
accept members of a certain race or religion. 


THEN THERE are people who make too much 
of a business out of sports. Charles O. Finley 
comes immediately to mind. Owners of profes­ 
sional teams need to make money, of course, but 
they should have the welfare of the fans at heart, 
as generally happy fans will be repeat customers. 
Finley made no attem pt to please the fans in 
Kansas City; in fact he discouraged them, first 
by making bad deals, mainly with the Yankees, 
then by feuding with the newspapers, then by 
making a travesty of the game with a live mule 
and finally by fining several players and firing 
one of the best managers in the game. With the 
connivance of the league owners, Finley took a 
promising team out of Kansas City and moved 
it to Oakland. This was not for the good of the 
fans or for the good of the sport of baseball, but 
only for the good of Charles O. Finley. 


CLOSER TO HOME, there was certainly no­ 
thing sporting in t h e m eeting-at Steubenville 
Sunday to determ ine the pairings for the AA bas­ 
ketball sectional.

It’s too bad that sports can’t be left to the 
athletes involved, or maybe it isn’t too bad, con­ 
sidering the numerous instances of unsportsman­ 
like c o n d u c t displayed on various basketball 
courts in the area this winter. 
Sports have come a long way since the Olym­ 
pics in ancient Greece, but whether the progress 
has been uphill or down is sometimes question­ 
able.
